d. An assessment and evaluation of road networks that are compatible 
with certain long combination vehicle configurations, or with minor 
modifications, not exceeding one hundred thirty feet of cargo 
carrying capacity unless approved by the director of the department 
of transportation;

e. Implementing pilot project safety guidelines that include protocols for 
traffic safety and inclement weather operations;

f. An assessment of the costs associated with implementing long 
combination vehicle operations; and

g. An examination of the size and weight provisions provided under 
chapter 39-12.

2. If a pilot project includes operating on county or township roads, an 
agreement with local road authorities must be in place to address traffic 
safety considerations and costs directly attributed to the pilot project.

3. The director of the department of transportation may waive certain 
statutory size and weight restrictions for the pilot projects.

4. The department of transportation may continue any pilot project 
commenced under subsection 1 until the department determines 
sufficient information has been gathered to determine the pilot project is 
no longer necessary.

5. Before August 1, 2022, the department of transportation shall report its 
findings and recommendations, together with any legislation required to 
implement the recommendations, to the legislative management."
